Hundreds May Be Dead 
BIRMINGHAM, ALA., Nov. 23.— 
Following rescue work which contin­ 
ued throughout the night, officials of 
the Woodward Iron company, owners 
of Dolomite Mine num ber 3, where a 
dust explosion trapped 457 miners yes 
terday afternon, announced early to­ 
day that 83 bodies had been taken 
from the mine and that they feared 
the total dead migh reach 100. 
Approximately 60 
men were re­ 
ported injured by the blast. 
Rela­ 
tives and families of miners known 
to have been in the mine when the 
blast occurred, continued to wait ex­ 
pectantly for news of 
their loved 
ones, many of whom, it was believed, 
reached the surface in safety through 
the runway connecting 
the

number 2 and had 
re-entered

workings to help in rescue work. 
Throughout the night.,

JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 23.—The 
most thrilling bank robbery since 
the days of the James and Younger 
boys in Missouri was that at Galla­ 
tin, Mo., early today, when six ban­ 
dits robbed the First National Bank 
of $4,000 in gold and currency and 
overlooked $10,000 in cash in 
the 
vault. 
The robbers entered 
the 
town 
about 3 o’clock, and cornered 
the 
night w’&tchman, John Chamberlain, 
in a stairway near the bank. When 
Chamberlain showed resistance

was shot, and while one of the rob­ 
bers watched him, the others began 
operations at the bank. 
The

Two more charges were nec­ 
essary to open the safe inside the

The explosions were at intervals 
of about ten minutes, and before the 
last one, a considerable crowd 
of 
citizens had collected in front of the 
bank. 
The crowd was held at bay j ripm^nrpan 
by some of the bandits while

inside.

shotguns and revolvers to intimidate

Nowadays, men mine coal and iron, 
gold and other substances. 
In the 
late Stone Age. a great deal of min­ 
ing went on, but it was nor for coal 
or iron or gold. 
It was for flint, and 
the flint was used to make tools and 


weapons. 


Shovels such as we have today had 
not been 
invented 
then. 
Neither 
were iron picks used, 
How’ do you 


suppose the digging was done? 


The horns of deer 
were 
used in 


many cases. 


One of the most remarkable relics 
of the late Stone Age is a skeleton 
of a miner killed in a cave in. 
This 
man w’as digging to find flint v hen 
some rocks from 
above 
fell upon 
him. 
He was crushed to death. 


This happened in Denmark. 
The 
lower 
part 
of the 
picture 
today 
shows how the skeleton lay when it 
w as discovered. 
The deerhorn pick 
— which he had used to loosen lumps 
of flint—was near his right arm. 


By this time, many tribes of Eu­ 
rope traded with each other. 


This Danish flint miner was very 
likely a member of a tribe which 
used most of its energies to make 
stone 
knives, 
axes, 
arrow-heads, 
spear heads, and the like 


Other tribes doubtless were espe­ 
cially good at making pottery. 
Still 
others wove cloth, or were excellent 
hunters, ur made very pretty orna- 
m< nts. 


It is believed that m embers of dif­ 
ferent tribes often met together and 
exchanged things. 
Thus stone tools 
may have been g ’ven 
for 
pottery 
bowls and Jars, or a certain amount 
of cloth (made from flax) may have 
been used to "buy” a freshly slain 


deer or bear.
